This  year  the  English  department 
started  a  new  Junior-Senior  electives 
program.  Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.

The  history  department  of  Shortridge 
has  for  years  consistently  incorporated 
new  methods  to  make  it's  classes 
relevant  and  interesting  for  the 
students.  The  1973-74  program  was 
geared  to  give  students  first-hand 
experience  in  the  mechanics  of  self- 
government. 

We  were  fortunate  to  have  Mrs. 
Woolens,  who  as  a  specialist  in  the 
field  of  the  history  of  art,  helped 
World  History  students  become 
familiar  with  early  Greek  and  Roman 
art.  A  new  class  in  Anthropology  was 
also  instituted  this  year. 
Last  year  a  dual  book  system  was 
initiated  in  the  history  classes. 
Students  used  the  book  which  was  best 
suited  to  their  comprehensive  levels. 
This  system  was  only  moderately 
successful  because  teachers  sometimes 
found  it  difficult  to  teach  from  two 
books  at  the  same  time.  The  two  book 
system  was  continued  but  was 
modified  so  that  each  class  was 
separated  by  history  books.  In  addition 
both  U.  S.  and  World  History, 
Economics,  Psychology  and  Sociology 
classes  were  using  texts  other  than  the 
regulation  I.P.S.  books. 

In  keeping  with  the  current  trend  of 
everyone  knowing  all  about  the 
government,  government  classes  at 
Shortridge  experimented  with  an 
educational  game  called  1787.  The 
game  operated  on  the  idea  that 
students  must  draft  a  new  constitution, 
following  a  simulated  Convention  of 
1787.  According  to  Mr.  Payne,  this  type 
of  activity  produced  more  desired 
concepts  of  self-government  than  note 
memorization  of  isolated  facts. 

Psychologist  Brenda  Whimpleberg  gives  Mr.

The  Math  Department  offered  one  new  course 
this  year.  It  was  General  Math  Level  2,  taught  by 
Mr.  Thomas  Bresnahan.  This  course  was  for 
students  who  had  had  General  Math  1  &  2,  but 
were  not  strong  enough  to  enter  Algebra.  This 
course  could  also  be  taken  by  freshmen  who  had 
taken  Prep  Math  in  summer  school,  but  were  not 
yet  ready  for  Algebra.  General  Math  Level  2 
could  also  be  taken  as  a  substitute  for  Algebra. 

In  the  past,  there  have  been  as  many  as  three 
math  clubs  at  Shortridge.  Now  there  was  only 
one.  Mr.  William  E.  Gibson,  department  head, 
expressed  a  wish  to  re-start  another  club,  but 
student  support  was  needed  first. 

Due  to  lack  of  funds,  the  Shortridge  Math 
Department  did  not  participate  in  the  Rose- 
Hulman  Math  Contest  the  past  year.  The  Math 
Department  did  engage  in  two  math  contests.  The 
first  was  the  National  Math  Contest  in  March. 
The  other  was  during  Marion  County  Math  Day. 
Students  in  each  level  of  math  from  all  the  high 
schools  in  Marion  County  participated.

is  on  the  move! 

The  business  department  had  a  new 
teacher  this  year.  She  is  Mrs.  Twyla 
Taylor  and  she  teaches  business 
machines,  typing  and  general  business. 
Three  new  courses  were  offered, 
record-keeping,  business  opportunities 
and  business  machines.  These  are  all 
one  semester  courses.  Several  new 
calculators  were  added  to  the 
equipment  in  the  business  department 
this  year. 

Distributive  Education,  which  is  in  its 
third  year,  is  a  cooperative  work 
program  in  which  seniors  may 
participate.  The  student  takes  a  one 
period  related  class  in  the  morning  and 
in  the  afternoon  works  at  a  business, 
usually  in  the  areas  of  retailing  and 
marketing.  The  student  must  get  the 
job  on  his  own  merits  and  he  is  paid 
for  his  work.  He  gets  one  class  credit 
for  the  job.  The  student  should  take 
salesmanship  and  marketing  before 
entering  D.E.  The  program  is  open  to 
both  men  and  women. 

A  program  which  is  new  this  year  is 
Cooperative  Office  Education.  This  is 
open  to  senior  girls  who  have  taken  3 
to  4  semesters  of  typing  and  have  some 
clerical  practice.  Shorthand  is 
optional.  In  C.O.E.  the  girls  work  at  an 
office  in  the  afternoon.  They  also 
receive  credit  and  are  paid.

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ROTC  drills  for

According  to  Sgt.  James  R.  Woods, 
Shortridge's  ROTC  instructor,  the 
purpose  of  ROTC  "is  to  enable 
students  to  better  prepare  themselves' 
for  entry  into  life  as  responsible 
individuals."  He  added  that  the 
discipline  one  is  taught  in  ROTC  is 
necessary  in  all  phases  of  life,  and 
useful  in  careers  besides  those  in  the 
military. 


The  ranks  in  ROTC  span  from  private 
to  colonel,  or  in  some  cases  brigadier 
general.  This  is  true  for  both  the  men's 
and  women's  corps.  Most  students  start 
as  privates,  depending  on  their  ability 
to  work.  The  commanding  officers  for 
first  semester  were:  Cadet  Major 
Michael  Bass,  Cadet  Captain  Anthony 
Allen,  and  Cadet  Major  Cynthia 
Carney.  Officers  must  maintain  a  B 
average. 

Sgt  Woods,  who  is  in  his  second  year 
at  Shortridge,  said  that  he  acts  only  as 
an  advisor,  and  the  officers  command 
the  troops. 

As  of  the  first  semester  this  year,  there 
were  91  young  men  and  118  young 
women  enrolled  in  ROTC.

This  years  Shortridge  football  team 
started  the  73-74  season  full  of  new 
faces,  a  new  head  coach  and  a  new 
coaching  staff. 

In  the  API  pre-season  ratings  the 
Satans  were  ranked  13th  in  the  state 
and  2nd  in  the  City  and  County,  but  as 
the  season  progressed  the  Satans 
dropped  two  in  a  row,  to  Manual  and 
Northwest,  lost  in  the  overtime  to 
Ritter,  dropped  big  ones  to  Cathedral 
and  Brebeuf  and  ended  the  season 
with  a  defeat  coming  from  Broad 
Ripple  in  a  very  moist  Homecoming 
game. 

To  compensate  for  the  decline  in  team 
spirit,  largely  incubated  by  the  loss  of 
several  games,  Coach  Boarman  began 
giving  underclass  players  more  playing 
time,  which  proved  very  successful. 
An  all  underclassmen  defensive 
backfield,  3  juniors  and  1  sophomore, 
was  responsible  for  29  interceptions.

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Remember  '73-'74?  That  was  the  year  of  the  crises.  The 
fuel  crisis  and  the  Watergate  crisis.  We  had  more  than 
our  share  of  shortages  too:  meat  shortage,  paper 
shortage,  gas  shortage,  produce  shortage,  and  as 
everyone  will  agree,  there  was  definately  a  money 
shortage  too! 

Shortridge  did  its  duty  in  trying  to  combat  the  fuel 
shortage.  The  heat  was  never  above  65  degrees,  and 
sometimes  the  building  was  so  cold  a  few  of  the  pipes 
froze.  Night  activities  were  cut  almost  entirely,  and  the 
building  had  to  be  closed  by  six  p.m.  every  evening. 
The  Shortridge  ECHO  had  to  be  cut  from  eight  pages 
to  four  because  of  a  newsprint  shortage. 

That  was  also  the  year  of  the  Indianapolis 
Desegregation  Suit,  and  another  proposed  closing  of 
Shortridge.  But  anyone,  trying  to  snuff  out  Shortridge's 
life,  will  face  a  bitter  battle  with  an  integrated  body  of 
loyal  Shortridge  High  School  supporters. 


Views  towards  the  Watergate 
scandle  were  varied.  Liz 
flaunted  her  opinion,  and  hoped 
to  convince  most  people, 
including  congressmen,  to  join 
her  side.
